Wage Voted

would supplement the Ameri- 
can military equipment team 
which is responsible for hand- 
ing over arms and ammunition 
to the Cambodians but is for- 
bidden to show the Cambodians 
how to use the equipment. 


Headed by Brig. Gen. Theo- 


dore Mataxis, the team's cur- 
rent strength is 113 men, with 
50 officers and enlisted men as- 
signed to the Cambodian capi- 
tal and the rest in Saigon. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee on Thursday voted 
to limit to 50 the number of for- 
eigners hired 
in Cambodia. 


Most likely they will be Ko- 
reans, Nationalist Chinese, Aus- 
tralians or New Zealanders ex- 
perienced in dealing with the 
American military 
in South 


Vietnam or Laos, where some 
have been engaged in hazard- 
ous undercover work for the 
Americans. 


The $200 million U.S. military 


assistance program for fiscal 
1972, which is now the subject 
of congressional hearings, in- 
cludes "a line" for third coun- 
try nationals, a source said. He 
added that salaries for foreign- 
ers in Cambodia might total 
$200,000 a year. 


The foreigners would be em- 


ployed in supply depots and 
maintenance shops behind front 
lines, although the sources did 
not rule out an eventual role as 
combat advisers. 


The sources said the use of 


foreigners had been 
recom- 


mended by teams of military 
experts who visited Cambodia 
to study supply snarls.

Economics 
Award to 
American 
STOCKHOLM (AP) - Dr. Si- 


mon Kuznets of Harvard Uni- 
versity today won the 1971 No- 
bel Prize in Economics. 


The Swedish royal Academy 


of Sciences cited the 70-year-old 
native of Kharkov, Russia, "for 
his empirically founded inter- 
pretation of economic growth 
which has led to new and deep- 
ened insight into the economic 
and social structure and pro- 
cess of development." 


Kuznets is the American win- 


ner of a 1971 Nobel award, 
worth $88,000. Dr. Earl Suther- 
land of Vanderbilt University 
was named winner of the prize 
for medicine on Thursday. 


The Swedish Academy said 


Kuznets' work "has 
brought 


new and deeper insight into the 
structure and development of 
the economic and social system 
since the middle of the last cen- 
tury and has given fruitful in- 
citements to continued re- 
search." 


"More than any other scien- 
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list, he has illuminated with 
facts—and 
explained 
through 


analysis—the economic growth 
over the past 100 years," the 
citation said. 


Kuznets received his training 


as an economist in the United 
States and took his doctor's de- 
gree at Columbia University in 
1926. 


He carried out the greater 


part of his research as a mem- 
ber of the staff of the National 
Bureau of Economic Research 
during 
the 
years 
1927-1960. 


Since 1931 he has also held 
various university posts. 


Between 1936 and 1954 he was 


professor of economic statistics 
at the University of Pennsylva- 
nia and from 1954 to 1964 he 
was professor of political econ- 
omy at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. 


In 1958-59 he was also Frank 


W. Taussig research professor 
of economics at Harvard and in 
1960 he named professor of eco- 
nomics at the Cambridge in- 
stitution. He retired July 1 and 
is now a professor emeritus. 


The economist's bibliography 


lists some 220 items, including 
30 books and extended essays. 
His total publication runs to 
well over 9.000 pages.
